ADMINISTRATION 



No. 11 OF PUBLIC ACTS OF 1908. AN ACT ABOLISHING 
THE BOARIJ OF AGRICULTURE AND CREATING 
A BOARD OF AGRICULTURE AND FORESTRY. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont: 

STATE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE AND FORESTRY 

Section 1. The state board of agriculture and forestry is 
hereby created consisting of the governor, the director of the 
Vermont agricultural experiment station, and two citizens of 
the state, known to be interested in the advancement of agricul- 
ture and forestry, who shall be appointed by the governor. The 
term of office of such appointees shall, except as herein other- 
wise provided, be four years beginning on the first day of De- 
cember, 1908. The first appointments under this act shall be 
made on or before January 1, 1909, and shall be one for the 
term of four years and one for the term of two years. Appoint- 
ments to fill vacancies shall be for the unexpired term, and 
succeeding appointments for full terms shall be for four years. 
Each appointee shall continue in office until his successor is 
appointed. The members of the board shall receive no com- 
pensation for services, but shall be paid their actual necessary 
expenses incurred in the performance of the services required 
of them by law. 

STATE FORESTER 

Sec. 2. The board shall appoint, to hold office during its 
pleasure, a state forester, who shall be a professionally trained 
forester. His compensation shall be fixed by the board and shall 
not exceed twenty-five hundred dollars annually, and actual 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of his official 
duties. He shall, under the general supervision of the board, 
have direction of all forest interests and all matters pertaining 
to forestry in the state. He shall be, ex-officio, state fire war- 
den. He shall, by complaint to the proper prosecuting officer, 
cause the prosecution of all persons violating any provisions of 
the penal laws of the state relating to forests and forest fires and 
shall cause suits to be instituted by the attorney general in be- 
half of the state against all persons trespassing upon or injur- 
ing any state forest property. He shall manage the state forest 






reserves. He shall collect data and make expert studies relative 
to state forest conditions, and conduct experimental investi- 
gations pertinent to forestry, which, subject to the approval of 
the board, may be made in cooperation with the Vermont agri- 
cultural experiment station and with the United States forest 
service ; provided, however, that said experiment station bear 
its proportional share of the total expense involved in such 
studies and investigations. He shall be, ex-officio, forester in 
charge of the nursery for forest seedlings. He shall make a full 
report of his work and the matters in his charge biennially to 
the general assembly. He may, so far. as his other duties per- 
mit, prepare bulletins, deliver addresses, lectures and demon- 
strations in forestry and personally advise owners of forest lands 
in this state relative to the management of the same, provided, 
however, that all necessary expenses incident thereto are met 
by those requesting such services. 

Sec. 3. The governor is hereby authorized, upon recom- 
mendation of the board, to accept gifts of land to the state, the 
same to be held, protected and administered as a state forest 
reserve. The board may in its discretion purchase lands in the 
name of the state to be held as state forest reserves. All pro- 
ceeds from the sales of timber or other products from said lands 
shall be paid to the state treasurer, and be used at the discre- 
tion of the board in the furtherance of the forestry interests of 
the state. All lands held as state forest reserves shall be ap- 
praised and set to the state in the grand list of the town where 
located, and the state shall pay taxes hereon. At each quad- 
rennial appraisal of real estate, the state forester shall be noti- 
fied by the listers of the appraisal of all lands in the state forest 
reserve. The state forester may appeal from such appraisal to 
the county court, which shall, in open court or by commission, 
hear the state forester and local representatives of the town and 
by its order fix the appraisal of such lands, which appraisal 
shall be certified by the clerk of the county court to the town 
clerk and shall stand as the appraisal for the quadrennial period. 
Such appeal shall be taken to the term of the county court of 
the county where the lands are situate next following the filing* 
of the appraisal of the listers, and notice thereof shall be given 
to one of the selectmen of the town by the state forester at least 
twelve days before the sitting cf the court. 

Sec. 4. The state forester may, at the discretion of the 
board, use such proportion of the sum hereinafter appropriated 
as seems reasonable for the further development of the nursery 
for forest seedlings, and for the purpose of supplying such seed- 
lings for the planting of state forest reserves and of private 
lands, as provided in section 365 of the Public Statutes. 

Sec. 5. All the authority and duties now devolving upon 
the forestry commissioner shall hereafter devolve upon and be 



exercised by the state forester, and the words state forester** 
are hereby substituted for the words * 'forestry commissioner'* 
or ' 'commissioner' ' wherever they appear in chapter 24 of the 
Public Statutes. The state forester may, in his discretion, exer- 
cise all the authority of the fire warden in any town or gore in 
the state, and may do each and every act which the fire warden 
for such town or gore might do under the provisions of chapter 
24 of the Public Statutes and every person and town shall be 
governed and bound by his acts as if the same were performed 
by the fire warden. But the foregoing provision shall not affect 
the authority of the local fire warden. 

COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE 

Sec. 6 as amended by No. 16 of Acts of 1910. The gov- 
ernor with the advice and consent of the senate shall appoint a 
commissioner of agriculture who shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the governor. Said beard shall fix the salary of said 
commissioner, who shall receive his necessary clerk hire and 
expenses incurred in the discharge of the duties of his office. 

Sec. 7. Said commissioner shall promote agricultural in- 
terests and education throughout the state by means of insti- 
tutes, farmer's meetings, lectures, essays, bulletins, crop re- 
ports, nature leaflets and such other means as he may deem 
advisable, and may employ special assistants, lecturers, essay- 
ists and experts in conducting meetings, in the preparation of 
bulletins and crop reports, and in the proper discharge of his 
duties. The educational work herein provided shall include, 
among other topics, forestry, tree planting, roads and road 
making. Lectures and essays shall be given and institutes and 
meetings held at such places and times as to the commissioner 
shall seem advisable. The commissioner may, in his discretion 
and at the expense of the state, attend conventions, meetings 
or institutes relating to agriculture, held in other states or 
countries, the annual expenditure thereof not to exceed one 
hundred dollars. 

Sec. 9. Said commissioner shall annually, on or before the 
first day of October, prepare a detailed report of his work, to- 
gether with such suggestions in regard to the duties of his 
office and the advancement of the agricultural interests of the 
state as may seem pertinent. He may include and publish in 
such annual reports such addresses, lectures, and essays de- 
livered under the provisions of this act as he may deem advis- 
able, and may reprint therein bulletins, crop reports and leaf- 
lets. He may, in his discretion include in such annual report 
an abstract of the proceedings of such agricultural clubs or 
other organizations or institutions for the furtherance of agri- 
cultural education and interests as to him shall seem advisable. 
There shall be published with such annual report, the report of 



the state forester, of the annual meetings of the State Horti- 
cultural Society, of the Vermont Dairymen's Association, of 
the Maple Sugar Makers' Association and of the State Fair 
Commission. 

Sec. 10. Said commissioner may collect authentic statistical 
information, as full as practicable, relating to agriculture and 
agricultural products, farms and farm property, unoccupied 
farms and waste lands, and such information, under a separate 
head, may form a part of his annual report. He may also, with 
the approval of the governor, publish information in separate 
form showing by description and illustration the resources and 
attractions of Vermont and the advantages the state offers to 
capitalists, tourists, summer visitors and farmers, and shall dis- 
tribute and advertise the same in such manner as in his iudg- 
ment will be most effective in developing the resources and ad- 
vertising the advantages of the state. 

Sec. 11, as amended by No. 16 of Acts of 1910. The sum 
of ten thousand dollars is hereby appropriated to carry out the 
provisions of this act between December 1, 1910, and June 30, 
1911 ; and thereafter for like purposes the sum of twenty thous- 
and dollars is hereby annually appropriated. The said board 
shall apportion the aforesaid appropriations between agriculture 
and forestry as in its judgment shall best subserve the interest 
of the state. 

Sec. 12. Sections 283, 330, 331, 332, 333 and 6165 of the 
Public Statutes, and all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 13. This act shall take effect from its passage. 

Approved December 18, 1908. 



No. 26 OF THE ACTS OF 1912. AN ACT RELATING 
TO THE EXTERMINATION OF INSECT PESTS. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont: 

Section 1. The commissoner of agriculture may, with the 
approval of the governor, use such means as in his judgment 
are necessary to exterminate or prevent the introduction of the 
San Jose scale, the gypsy moth, the brown tail moth and any 
other threatening and unusual insect pest found to be injuring 
vegetable growth. All expenses incurred by said commissioner 
in carrying out the provisions of this act shall be paid by the 
state. 

Sec. 2. Section 8 of No. 11 of the acts of 1908 is hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall lake effect December 1, 1912. 

Approved December 4, 1912. 



FOREST FIRE LAWS. 



No. 27 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1912. AN ACT TO 
AMEND SECTION 356 OF THE PUBLIC STAT- 
UTES, AS AMENDED BY No. 14 OF THE ACTS OF 
1908 AND SECTION 1 OF No. 20 OF THE ACTS OF 
1910. RELATING TO TOWN FOREST FIRE WARD- 
ENS. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, 

Section 1. Section 356 of the Public Statutes, as amended 
by No. 20 of the Acts of 1910, is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 

Sec. 356. The board of selectmen of each town shall 
annually, on or before the first day of January, appoint a town 
forest fire warden, who, upon his acceptance and upon the 
approval of the state forester, shall serve for the calendar year, 
and shall be paid for such service at the rate of two dollars a 
day. Upon the failure of the selectmen to make such appoint- 
ment by the first day of March, the state forester shall appoint 
such town forest fire warden. Said warden shall, when a forest 
fire or fire threatening: a forest is discovered in his town, enter 
upon any premises and take measures for its prompt control and 
extingruishment ; he may call upon any person in the town for 
assistance, and said person shall be paid by the town at the 
same rate per hour as is paid for labor upon the highways. A 
minimum of five hours pay is hereby allowed to persons who 
are officially summoned to assist in the extinguishment of forest 
fires. A person who neglects or refuses to assist when so called 
and not excused, shall be fined not more than ten dollars. The 
town forest fire warden may arrest without warrant any person 
found in the act of violating a provision of law pertaining to 
forest fires. No town shall be held liable in any one year for 
an amount greater than five per cent of its grand list for the 
purpose of extinguishing forest fires. The auditor of accounts 
shall draw an order for any such excess, when the same is 
approved by the state forester. Whenever a town forest fire 
warden employs men in extinguishing a fire in a town adjoin- 
ing his own, the expenses incurred shall be paid by the town 
in which the work was done. If a town neglects or refuses to 
pay its town forest fire warden or his assistants for their services 
rendered under the provisions of this act the state forester shall, 
if he finds the same to be justly due, certify the amount to the 
auditor of accounts, together with the names and addresses of 
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the claimants, and said auditor shall draw an order therefor, 
payable to such claimants, and the town liable for such services 
shall reimburse the state for the amount so paid. 
Approved January 11, 1913. 



SECTION 357 AND 360 AS AMENDED BY No. 20 OF 
THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1910. 

Sec. 2. Section 357 is hereby amended to read as follows : 

Sec. 357. Said state forester may appoint a fire warden 
for an unorgfanized town or Rore, who shall hold office for one 
year. He shall have the same powers and duties as town fire 
wardens, and shall receive $2.00 a day for his services. He 
may call on persons not resident of such town or gore for 
assistance who shall receive the same pay and be liabe to the 
same penalties prescribed in section 1. Expenses incurred by 
said warden in extinguishing forest fires shall, on approval of 
said forester, be paid by an order drawn by the auditor of 
accounts. 

Sec. 3. Section 360 is hereby amended to read as follows : 

Sec. 360. The fire wardens shall keep a record of their 
acts, the amount of expense incurred, the number of fires and 
causes, the areas burned over, the character and ampunt of dam- 
age done in their jurisdiction and shall within two weeks after 
the discovery of such fire report the same to the state forester 
on blanks furnished by him. 

Sec. 4. During the danger season, with the permission of 
the state forester, any fire warden may establish a patrol in 
dangerous localities, the expense for the same to be paid as for 
fighting fires. The fire wardens shall receive the same pay for 
time spent in posting notices, patroling or making reports that 
they receive for time spent in actual fire fighting. Any fire 
warden who neglects his duty without sufficent reason shall be 
liable to a fine of not over $25.00. 

Sec. 5. The state forester is hereby authorized to expend 
out of his regular appropriation such moneys as the board of 
agriculture and forestry shall recommend for paying the ex- 
penses of such wardens as he may invite to a local meeting for 
the discussion of fire problems. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any owner or owners of forest land es- 
tablish at their expense a fire lookout station on any prominent 
hill or mountain overlooking timber lands in the state, and 
connect the same by telephone with some regular telephone 
line, the, state forester is hereby .""authorized to spend money 
from his annual appropriation for maintaining a watchman at 
not to exceed two dollars per day at such station during such 
period as the state forester may think advisable. 



Sec. 7. Whenever in the judgment of the state forester, 
it is difficult in any town for one fire warden to successfully 
take charge of protecting the entire town from forest fires, he 
may divide such town into two or more districts, and appoint a 
district fire warden in charge of each district. Said warden 
shall have the same pay, the same duties and privileges, and 
make the same reports to the state forester, as the town fire 
warden. 

Sec. 8. Whenever there are woodlands within city limits 
the chief of the fire department of such city shall act as fire 
warden with all the powers of the same, but without additional 
salary. 

Approved January 27, 1911. 

Sec. 358. Fires in woods. A person who builds a fire in 
or adjoining any woods shall totally extinguish such fire before 
leaving it. A person who violates a provision of this section 
shall be imprisoned not more than thirty days or fined not more 
than fifty dollars, or both. 

Sec. 359. Printed warnings. The state forester shall have 
notices printed upon cloth, in large letters, containing the pro- 
visions of the preceding section and proper warning as to danger 
of forest fires. Such notices shall be furnished to fire wardens, 
who shall post them in suitable places, and may also be furn- 
ished to private land owners. 

Sec. 361. Bulletins. Said state forester may prepare 
bulletins or circulars treating of forest fires, their prevention, 
the best methods of controlling and extinguishing the same, the 
laws of the state on the subject, the care of woodlands, the best 
methods of lumbering, the promotion and preservation of forest 
growth, and kindred subjects ; and such bulletins and circulars 
may be printed and circulated at the expense of the state and 
may be included in the printed report of the commissioner of 
agriculture. 

Sec. 362. Brush fires. Fires kindled for the purpose of 
burning brush or for other lawful purpose shall only be kindled 
at such times and under such conditions as will enable the 
parties starting them to keep them entirely under control. 

Sec. 363. Penaties and complaints. An officer who neg- 
lects to perform the duties imposed upon him in this chapter, a 
person who wilfully tears down or defaces a notice posted under 
the provisions of this chapter, or a person who disobeys any of 
its provisions for which a penalty is not otherwise provided, 
shall be fined not more than ten dollars for each offense. The 
fire warden shall make complaint to the proper officer of offenses 
under this chapter. 
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No. 13 OF THE ACTS OF 1908 AS AMENDED BY No. 194 
OF THE ACTS OF 1910. No. 13. AN ACT FOR THE 
PREVENTION OF FOREST FIRES. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont. 

Section 1. Whenever, during an open season for the hunt- 
ing: of any kind of game in this state, it shall appear to the 
governor that by reason of drought the use of firearms in the 
forests is liable to cause forest fires, he may, by proclamation, 
suspend the open season and make it a close season for such 
time as he may designate. 

No. 194. AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 1 OF No. 13, 
ACTS OF 1908, RELATING TO HUNTING. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, 

Section 1. Section 1 of No. 13, Acts of 1908, is hereby 
amended bj' adding thereto the following : Provided that if, 
during the period when open season shall be so suspended, it 
appears to the governor that the reasons for such suspension 
have ceased to exist, he may by a proclamation published as 
provided by section 3 of this act, reopen the season so closed ; 
except that, in case the period so closed includes the open 
season for hunting deer, such deer hunting season shall not be 
so reopened, but shall be fixed by proclamation in accordance 
with the provisions of Sec. 4 of said act. 

Sec. 2. During the time which shall by such proclamation 
be made a close season, all provisions of law covering and re- 
lating to the close season shall be in force, and a person violat- 
ing a provision of the same shall be subject to the penalties 
therein prescribed. In case any person shall shoot during the 
close season fixed by proclamation of the governor, as provided 
in the preceding section, any wild animal or bird for the hunt- 
ing of which there is no close season otherwise provided by law, 
he shall be punished by a fine of one hundred dollars and costs. 

Sec. 3. Such proclamation shall be published in such news- 
papers of the state and posted in such places and in such a man- 
ner as the governor may order in writing. A copy of such proc- 
lamation and order, attested by the secretary of civil and mili- 
tary affairs, shall be filed with the secretary of state. A like 
attested copy shall be furnished to the state fish and game 
commissioner, who shall attend to the publication and posting 
of the proclamation. All the expense thereof shall be paid by 
said commissioner and allowed by the auditor of accounts. 

Sec. 4. In case the governor shall, by proclamation issued 
under the provisions of this act, make a close season which shall 
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include the period which, by the provisions of section 5321 of 
the Public Statutes, is an open season for the hunting of deer 
he shall by a proclamation issued and published as provided in 
section 3 of this act, fix some period of six consecutive working 
days, in the same year, as an open season for the hunting of 
deer ; and during such open season so fixed, all persons shall 
have the same right to hunt deer as is provided by .section 5321 
of the Public Statutes, for the hunting of deer at the time there- 
in specified. All other provisions of law relating to the hunt- 
ing of deer shall be of force and effect during the open season 
therefor, so fixed by proclamation. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect from its passage. 

Approved October 21, 1908. 

Section 73 of No. 201 of the Acts of 1912 provides as 
follows : 

Sec. 73. Powers and duties of wardens. Such fish and 
game wardens shall enforce all the laws relating to fish, game, 
quadrupeds and birds, and all rules and regulations in relation 
thereto, and arrest all violators thereof. They shall also have 
in fish and game matters the power to serve criminal process, 
and to require aid in executing the duties of their office, and 
they shall have the same power as other informing officers to 
make and subscribe to complaints or informations for violations 
of this act. They shall seize game animals, fish or birds taken 
or held in violation of this act, and they may arrest, without 
warrant and on view, in any part of this state, a person found 
violating a provison of this act, and take such person before a 
magistrate having jurisdiction for trial, and retain such person 
in custody at the expense of the state until opportuniy is given 
to notify a prosecuting officer who shall forthwith prosecute 
such offender; and grand jurors in such cases shall receive 
the fees prescribed by section 6249 of the Public Statutes. 
Such wardens shall have power to search where they have 
reason to believe that fish, birds or quadrupeds or parts thereof 
are possessed in violation of law, and without search warrant 
to examine the contents of a vehicle, boat, box, car, locker, 
basket, creel, crate, game bag or package, and the contents of 
a building other than a dwelling house and its immediate de- 
pendencies ; and with a search warrant to search and examine 
the contents of a building or dwelling house and its immediate 
dependencies. [It shall be the duty of all such wardens while 
in and about the woods to caution persons of the danger from 
fires in the woods and to extinguish a fire left burning, if within 
their power. It shall further be their duty to give notice to all 
parties interested, when possible, and to the forest fire warden 
of the town interested in particular, of fires threatening to ex- 
tend beyond their control, to the end that the same may be ex- 
tinguished. Pending the arrival of such fire warden, they shall 
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assume all the powers of such wardens as provided by statute. 
For time consumed and expense incurred in carrying out the 
provisions herein set forth they shall render a statement 
accompanied by proper vouchers, to the treasurer of the town 
in which the fire occurred, who shall arrange for payment under 
the same terms and conditions as provided for the payment of 
regular forest fire wardens.] 

Sec. 4510. Damages by fire communicated by engine. 
A person or corporation owning or operating a railroad shall 
be responsible in damages for a building or other property in- 
jured by fire communicated by a locomotive engine on such 
road, unless due caution and dilgence are used and suitable ex- 
pedients employed \o prevent such injury. Said person or cor- 
poration shall have an insurable interest in the property along 
its route, and may procure insurance thereon. 

Sec. 5750. Burning forests. A person who wilfully and 
maliciously sets on fire, or causes to be set on fire, woods or 
forest, so as to occasion injury to another person, shall be im- 
prisoned in the state prison not more than five years or fined 
not more than five hundred dollars. 

STATE FORESTS 

No. 28 OF THE ACTS OF 1912. AN ACT TO PROVIDE 
FOR THE PURCHASE OF STATE FORESTS. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont. 

Section 1. The state forester by and with the consent and 
approval of the governor is hereby authorized to purchase lands 
in the name of the state, to be held, protected and administered 
as state forests as provided in section 3 of No. 11 of the acts of 
1908. The sum of seventy-five hundred dollars is hereby 
annually appropriated for the purchase and survey of such 
lands, and for reforesting such portions thereof as are suitable 
for such purpose ; and any unexpended balance from said 
appropriation shall be carried forward and added to the appro- 
priation for the succeeding year. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from its passage. 

No. 29 OF THE ACTS OF 1912. AN ACT RELATING 
TO BUILDINGS ON STATE FOREST PROPERTY. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, 

Section 1. The state board of agriculture and forestry is 
hereby authorized to use such portion of its annual appropri- 
ation as it deems advisable for the erection of such shelters. 
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lookout towers, storehouses or bams on any of the state forest 
property as said board may deem proper. 
Approved December 14, 1912. 



FOREST TAXATION 

No. 40 OF THE ACT OF 1912. AN ACT RELATING 
TO THE TAXATION OF YOUNG TIMBER. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
vf Vermont, 

Section 1 . An owner of land who wishes to classify the 
same under the provisions of this act shall make application for 
such classification to the state forester accompanied by such 
description of the land as the state forester may require. Appli- 
cation having been made in due form, the state forester shall 
examine the land in question, and if he finds the requirements 
hereinafter provided have been fulfilled, he shall issue a tripli- 
cate certificate of classification, the original to be filed in the 
office of the state forester, one copy in the office of the town 
clerk of the town in which the land is located, and one copy 
gfiven the owner. 

Sec. 2. Cut-over or other land fully stocked with forest 
trees not more than fifteen years old, except scattered trees the 
presence of which does not increase the assessed value of the 
property ; cut-over or other land incompletely or partially 
stocked with forest trees not more than fifteen years old, when 
planted with a sufficient number of additional trees to assure a 
spacing of approximately six by six feet over the entire area ; 
and open land planted with forest trees not less than one 
thousand to the acre ; provided in each case that the trees 
planted are of the following species : ash, basswood, oak, maple, 
white, Scotch or Norway pine, European larch, white or Nor- 
way spruce, or any other species approved by the state forester, 
and also provided that said state forester approves the manner 
in which the trees are planted, and provided further that said 
land is outside the limits of a city or village, shall be classified 
as forest land, and shall thereafter be taxed annualy at the 
local rate on a valuation of the land alone, said valuation to be 
established by the local listers at the time of classification, but 
in no case to exceed three dollars an acre, said valuation to be 
maintained until the year 1950. In the year 1950 the land 
alone shall be revalued without regard to the above limit, and 
the valuation then established shall be maintained for a further 
period of fifty years, tax being levied annually on said valu- 
ation at the local rate. Whenever a commercial cutting is 
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made a tax of ten per cent shall be levied on the gfross stump- 
age value of the amount cut. 

Sec. 3. Classification as forest land for purposes of tax- 
ation shall be continued so long: as proper forest conditions are 
maintained thereon. Use of said land for pasture ; destruction 
by fire of the tree gfrowth and failure of the owner to restore 
forest conditions ; removal of tree gfrowth and use of land for 
other purposes ; or any other changed conditions which, in the 
opinion of the state forester, indicates that proper forest con- 
ditions are not being maintained, shall be considered sufficient 
grounds for cancellation of classification. When requested by 
the town listers, or whenever he may deem it necessary, the 
state forester shall examine classified forest land, and if he finds 
that the provisions of the law are not fully compied with, he 
shall forthwith cancel the classification of said land, sending 
notice of such cancellation • to the town clerk of the town in 
which the land is located, and the owner thereof. Said land 
shall thereafter be taxed under the laws governing the general 
property tax unless it be granted reclassification as forest land 
at a subsequent date. Whenever a classification is cancelled, 
the owner of the land shall be required to pay a tax on the 
stumpage value of the standing timber amounting to one-half 
of one per cent per annum for the entire number of years that 
said land has been under classification. This tax shall be in 
addition to any annual tax or yield tax which may have been 
paid, or may be collectible. 

Sec. 4. All products of cuttings on classified land shall 
pay a yield tax as provided in sections 2 and 3 of this act ex- 
cept material cut for domestic use and which is not to be sold, 
or material removed in the form of thinnings to improve the 
condition of the remaining stand, and whose stumpage value 
does not exceed the cost of removal. Whenever a cutting, 
other than excepted above, is made the owner of the timber 
shall file with the local listers and the state forester, a sworn 
statement of the quantity which has been cut, and its stumpage 
value. If either the assessors or the state forester deem the 
value as stated too low the state forester shall determine the 
stumpage value and report the, same to the listers and the own- 
er. Should the owner be unwilling to accept the valuation as 
given by the state forester, he may refer the matter to a special 
board consisting of the first selectman and the town clerk of the 
town in which the land is located together with the state 
forester, whose decision with regard to the valuation shall be 
final. 

Sec. 5. Sections 368, 369 and 370 and subdivision XIV of 
section 496 of the Public Statutes shall apply only to land plant- 
ed to forest trees prior to January 1, 1913. 

Approved February 13, 1913. 
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No. 41 OF THE ACTS OF 1912. AN ACT TO EXEMPT 
REFORESTED LANDS FROM TAXATION AND TO 
PROMOTE THE GROWTH AND MAINTENANCE 
OF WOOD AND TIMBER LOTS. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, 

Section 1. The owner of waste, partially denuded or wild 
forest lands of the area of five acres or more outside of city or 
village limits within the state, occupied wholly or in part by a 
natural or planted growth of trees more than fifteen years old, 
or by both, which lands are unsuitable for cultivation may 
apply to the listers of the town in which such lands are situated 
to have them separately classified for taxation. 

Sec. 2. Each application shall be made in duplicate on 
blanks furnished by the state forester and shall give a brief 
description of the land, its area, character and location, and 
such other information as the state forester may require. Upon 
the filing of such application with the listers of any town they 
shall make an inspection of such land to determine whether the 
same is of a suitable character to be so classified. If upon ex- 
amination, the listers are satisfied that such land is suitable for 
the growing of forest trees, the listers of such town shall 
designate such lands as forest lands and set them in the grand 
list at the valuation fixed at the last quadrennial appraisal. 

Sec. 3. From the time of such classification and so long 
as the land in question is maintained as a wood and timber lot, 
it shall be classified and taxed as provided in this act. From 
the time of such classification, and thereafter until the year 
1950, it shall be taxed at the local rate upon the valuation es- 
tablished at the last preceding quadrennial appraisal. In the 
year 1950 a revaluation of both land and timber shall be made 
and such revaluation shall be subject to an aanual tax at the 
local rate for a period of fifty years from the date of such re- 
valuation. 

Sec. 4. An owner who purposes to cut live trees from 
such land, except for fire wood, repairs on his own buildings, 
or for the domestic use of himself or his tenant, shall give the 
listers of the town in which such land is situated at least thirty 
days notice prior to the time he desires to begin such cutting. 
After the trees on such land are cut and before their removal 
from the land the owner shall make an accurate measurement 
or count thereof and file the same, together with a description 
of the variety and value of such trees, in the town clerk* s 
office; and the listers shall forthwith appraise the stumpage 
value of this timber so cut ; and before the removal of any of 
such timber such owner shall pay to the treasurer of the town 
one-tenth of one per cent of such valuation for each year that 
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such land has been classified and taxed as provided in this act, 
but in no case shall such tax exceed seven per cent of such 
valuation. If such owner fails to give the notice herein re- 
quired, or fails to pay the tax as herein required, he shall be 
liable to a penalty of three times the amount thereof, to be re- 
covered by the town in an action on this statute. 

Sec. 5. Whenever in the opinion of the listers the trees 
growing on such forest land are mature or such land ceases to 
be used as a wood or timber lot to an extent entitling the owner 
thereof to the privileges of this act, they shall report that fact 
to the owner or manager of the land; and if the owner declines 
to cut such trees he shall within three months after receiving- 
such report, pay to the town treasurer the amount of tax that 
may be due the town as specified in the preceding section; and, 
on his refusal or neglect to make such payment, such tax may 
be recovered by the town in an action on this statute. There- 
after the provisions of this act shall no longer apply ; and the 
listers shall appraise such land in the manner provided for the 
appraisal of other land not used as a wood or timber lot. 

Sec. 6. If the listers of any town and tne owner of any 
wood or timber lot classified under this act cannot agree as to 
the classification of the land, the maturity of the trees growing: 
thereon, or the stumpage value thereof, when cut, the owner 
of the land may refer the matters in controversy to a special 
board consisting of the chairman of the board of selectmen and 
the town clerk of the town in which the land is located together 
with the state forester, whose decision with regard to either of 
these questions shall be final. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect January 1, 1915. 

Approved February 22, 1913. 

MISSELANEOUS FOREST LAWS 

No. 207 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1912. AN ACT TO 
AMEND No. 200 OF THE ACTS OF 1910, RELAT- 
ING TO BOUNTY ON PORCUPINES, COMMONLY 
KNOWN AS HEDGEHOGS. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont, 

Section 1. Section 1 of No. 200 of the acts of 1910 is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

Section 1. A person killing a porcupine, commonly known 
as a hedgehog, may, within ten days present the head of the 
same to the town clerk of the town wherein the animal was 
killed. Said town clerk shall satisfy himself that the animal 
was killed in said town, and may, for that purpose, examine the 
person presenting the same upon oath ; and, when so satisfied, 
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the town clerk shall give to such person a certificate in the form 
prescribed by the auditor of accounts. A person receiving such 
certificae shall mark the head of said animal by cutting off both 
ears in the presence of the town clerk and shall forthwith re- 
move from the office and bury the same and shall pay the said 
town clerk the fee of five cents for each head so presented. 
The treasurer of said town shall, on the presentation of such 
certificate, pay the person presenting the same the sum of 
fifteen cents. Said treasurer shall present all such certificates 
to the auditor of accounts on or before the fifteenth day of June 
in each year, and said auditor shall draw his order for the 
amount of such certicfiate. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect January 1, 1913. 

Approved November 21, 1912. 

No. 185 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1913. AN ACT TO 
REPEAL CHAPTER 217 OF THE PUBLIC STAT- 
UTES, AND No. 170 OF THE ACTS OF 1910, RE- 
LATINO TO THE SALE AND CUTTING OF EVER- 
GREEN TREES. 

// is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont. 

Section 1. Chapter 217 of the Public Statutes and No. 
170 of the acts of 1910 are hereby repealed; but this act shall 
not apply to offenses committed against said chapter 217 of the 
Public Statutes and No. 170 of the acts of 1910 before this act 
goes into effect nor to causes, proceedings or penalties based 
thereon. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from its passage. 

Approved February 21, 1913. 

Sec. 4916. Saw logs and round timber. In bargains for 
or sales of saw logs or round timber by measure, the number 
of feet, unless otherwise stipulated by the parties, shall be 
ascertained as follows : Multiply the average diameter of the 
top of the log, inside the bark, in inches, by half such diameter 
in inches, disregarding fractions of an inch less than one-half, 
and regardng fractions greater than one-half as a full inch, and 
the number obtained as the product will represent the contents 
in feet of a log of that diameter twelve feet long. If the log is 
less than twelve feet long, the actual contents will be the same 
fraction of the above product as the actual length of the log is 
of twelve feet. If the log is more than twelve feet long, 
commence at the upper end and measure it into sections of 
twelve feet ; then find according to the above rule, the contents 
of each section and fractional section. The aggregate of the 
contents of the sections will be the contents of the whole log. 



PART II 

INFORMATION ABOUT 
FOREST FIRES 



TO SELECTMEN 

1. The Selectmen of each town are to appoint a town for- 
est fire warden on or before January 1. If appointment is not 
made be March 1, the State Forester may make such appoint- 
ment. No. 27 Acts of 1912. 

Blanks for these appointments will be furnished by the 
State Forester's oflSce. 

The men chosen for the position of fire warden should be 
vigorous men, living either in the wooded portion ctf the town 
or overlooking the same. They should, if possibe, have tele- 
phones. Men who do good work one year should be reappoint- 
ed. Wardens should not be appointed for political reasons. 

TO TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDENS 

1. Town Fire Wardens are appointed by the Selectmen 
on January 1, with the approval of the State Forester; or by 
the State Forester on March 1, if the Selectmen have not done 
so by that time. Wardens will receive written appointments, 
which they should keep, returning their acceptance to the State 
Forester, Burlington. 

In the unorganized towns wardens are always appointed by 
the State Forester. 

2. The Town Fire Warden is to take every possible meas- 
ure to immediately extinguish any fire in or threatening a for- 
est in his town. 

3. For this purpose he may enter upon any premises; 
and may call upon any person in the town for assistance. 

4. He may arrest without warrant any person found in 
the act of violating a provision of law pertaining to fires. 

5. He shall post warnings furnished by the State Forester 
in conspicuous places in his town. It is well to post these above 
the reach of a man standing on the ground. 

6. He shall keep a record of his acts, amount of money 
expended ; number and causes of fires ; areas burned ; damage 
done, etc., and shall report each fire within two weeks after its 
discovery to the State Forester on blanks. (Form B.) 

7. During the danger season, after obtaining permission 
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from the State Forester, he may establish a patrol in dangerous 
localities. 

8. If it is difficult for a Town Fire Warden to successfully 
take charge of protecting an entire town, he may apply to the 
State Forester to appoint one or more District Wardens. 

9. Upon invitation of the State Forester, the Fire. Warden 
may attend local meetings for the discussion of fire problems, 
where actual traveling expenses will be paid by the State, The 
State does not pay for the Warden's time in attending these 
meetings. 

10. A Fire Warden shall be paid by the town at the rate 
of $2.00 per day for all services as Fire Warden whether in 
posting notices, patrolling, making reports, or fighting fires. 

11. Men employed by a Fire Warden in his official capacity 
shall be paid by the town at the same rate per hour as is paid 
for labor upon the highways in the same town and season. A 
minimum of five hours pay is allowed to persons who are 
officially summoned to assist in the extinguishing of forest fires. 

12. Whenever a Fire Warden employs men in extinguish- 
ing fires in towns adjoining his own, the expenses incurred 
shall be paid by the town in which the work is done. 

13. Any Fire Warden who ne)2flects his duty without 
sufficient reason is liable to a fine of not over $25. 

TO DISTRICT WARDENS 

1. District Fire Warden;s are appointed by the State 
Forester in towns where there is special danger of forest fires, 
and the Town Fire Warden cannot successfully protect the 
whole town. 

2. The dutes and privileges of the District Warden are 
the same as those of the Town Fire Warden. 

3. While in the absence of the Town Fire Warden they 
need not confine their attentions to these particular districts, it 
is intended that they shall be responsible for the prevention of 
fires in the districts for which they are appointed; and they 
need report to the State Forester only fires in these districts. 

4. The pay of the District Fire Warden is the same as 
that of the Town Warden; at the rate of $2.00 per day, to be 
paid by the town. 

TO FIRE WARDENS OF UNORGANIZED TOWNS 

1. The Fire Wardens of unorganized towns are appointed 
by the State Forester for a period of one year . 

2. The duties and privileges are the same as for Fire 
Wardens in organized towns, with this addition, that they may 
call on persons outside the town for assistance. 
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3. They shall keep records and make reports as in the 
case of the other Wardens. 

4. The pay of the Warden in unorganized towns is the 
same as that of wardens in organized towns : at the rate of $2. GO 
per day. All expenses incurred by such wardens must be 
approved by the State Forester. They will then be paid by an 
order drawn by the auditor of accounts. 

TO COUNTY FISH AND GAME WARDENS 

It is the duty of all such Wardens to caution persons about 
the danger from forest fires, and to extinguish forest fires when 
possible. They are to notify the Town Fire Wardens of fires 
which they cannot themselves control. Until the Fire Warden 
arrives the Fish and Game Warden is to assume the powers of 
such Wardens. 

Fish and Game Wardens are paid for work of this kind just 
the same as Town Fire Wardens. Sec. 73 of No. 201 ot the 
Acts of 1912. 

TO CHIEFS OF CITY FIRE DEPARTMENTS 

The Chief of a city fire department has all the powers of a 
fire warden with regard to woodlands within city limits, but 
without additional salary. 

TO TOWN TREASURERS 

1. The towns are responsible for all fair bills incurred by 
the Town Fire Wardens and by the District Wardens where 
such have been appointed, except in the case of traveling ex- 
penses to meetings as provided in Sec. 5 of Act 20 of the Acts 
of 1910. 

2. If the amount so expended in a year for extinguishing 
forest fires, exceeds five per centum of the grand list of the 
town, the balance will be paid by the state when approved by 
the State Forester. Whenever the expenses in any town, for a 
single year, for this purpose, shall approach five per centum of 
the grand list, the town treasurer should notify the State 
Forester so that he may investigate the expenses of the town. 
The State Forester can not guarantee to approve any bills in- 
curred in fighting fires which were not properly reported to him 
within two weeks of their discovery, as ordered in Section 360 
as amended by No. 20 of the Acts of 1910. 

3. Upon application the State Forester will furnish blanks 
upon which the town treasurer may submit a bill to the State 
for expenses incurred by the town under Section 356 of the 
Public Statutes. These bills should include all items paid by 
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the town treasurer during: the year for forest fire prevention, 
and should be accompanied with vouchers for all such items, 
and a statement of the grand list of the town. 

4. If a town negflects or refuses to pay bills incurred 
under the forest fire laws, the State Forester may examine 
such bills, and if he finds them to be just, he may certify the 
amount due, which will then be paid by the State, and the town 
liable for such services shall reimburse the State, for the am- 
ount paid. 

TO FOREST LAND OWNERS 

The most efficient way of preventing forest fires is to check 
them immediately after they start, as a few men can do more 
in the first hours than a hundred men after half a days headway, 
especially if there is much wind. 

The State Forester is ready to cooperate with forest owners 
wherever possible in special ways of preventing fires. 

In dry weather a land owner may request his Town Fire 
Warden to hire a patrolman in some particularly dangerous 
locality. If there seems to be good reason, the Forester will 
-approve of the Wardens hiring such patrol for a limited length 
of time. These men are paid by the towns. 

The State of Vermont receives $1,500 for the year 1913 
from the United States under the Weeks Law for protecting 
the watersheds of navigable streams. The U. S. Forest Service 
insists that this money be spent in regions where the land own- 
ers are themselves doing something to prevent fires. In some 
sections, therefore, the State Forester can assist land owners 
with men hired under this fund. 

Section 6 of No. 20 of the Acts of 1910 provides that if any 
owner or owners of forest land will build and equip a lookout 
station on a mountain or high hill, the State Forester may use 
a portion of his appropriation for maintaining a guard in such 
station during a dry season. Of course such agreements can 
only be made where considerable areas of forest lands are over- 
looked by* the station. 

Two such stations were built last year by forest owners on 
Gore and Burke mountains in the north eastern part of the 
State. Steel towers were built on the summits of each of these 
mountains, the one on Gore Mountain costing $200. The other 
-expense for cabin, telephone, etc. , will make the average station 
of this kind cost between $400 and $500. As most stations will 
protect from 50,000 to 100,000 acres, the cost to the land own- 
ers protected should not be over one cent an acre. In the 
cases above the allotment was four mills per acre. Similar 
stations have been established by the State on the Camels 
Hump and Townshend State Forests. 
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Land owners contemplating building such stations should 
apply to the State Forester as early as possible for a guard, as 
only a limited sum is available for this purpose. 

DAMAGES FOR DESTRUCTION OF REPRODUCTION 

Besides being liable to criminal prosecution by the state, 
any party setting a forest fire is responsible for damages done 
by it just as for damages done to buildings by fires. Hitherto 
damages allowed by court have been based entirely on the 
stumpage value of the timber destroyed. This, however, is 
only a part of the actual damage as the young growth and 
productive capicity of the soil is also injured. For this reason 
a recent decision of the United States Circuit Court at Dead- 
wood, S. D. , is of interest. 

*'The government in the summer of 1910, won a signal 
victory in the case against the receiver of the Missouri River 
and Northwestern Railroad Company, in which damages were 
claimed for the destruction of timber by sparks from the de- 
fendant's locomotives. The jury brought in a verdict for the 
plaintiff, allowing practicaly the full amount asked. The total 
sum demanded was $3,728.85 and the verdict was for $3,659.45. 
a difference of but $69.45. This item was the alleged value of 
the cord wood destroyed, amounting to 231 J^ cords at $.30 per 
cord. The government claimed that the wood before the fire 
was worth $.60 per cord and as it was subsequently sold for $.30 
they claimed the difference, which was not allowed. 

*'The important feature of the case was the allowing of $12 
per acre for reproduction and the suit was unique in that this 
establishes a precedent of the greatest value to the Forest 
Service. It is the first time that a court in the United States 
has decided that trees of such immature growth have a value 
that may be determined and for which damages may be esti- 
mated and allowed. 

**The item of reproduction in this case was $1,094.40 or 
$12.00 per acre for 91.2 acres and it was allowed by the jury in 
full. The other item allowed was for the partial destruction of 
675,000 feet of mature timber, originally valued at $6.00 per 
thousand, but a. credit of $2. 20 per thousand was allowed the 
defendant as the fire killed timber was subsequently sold at that 
price. This added $2,565.00 to the reproduction allowance. 

"The basis for the valuation of the reproduction were the 
figures derived from the actual operations of this kind in the 
Black Hills National Forest during the past season, when 1,500 
acres were reforested by seeding. Thus the Forest Officers, in 
their testimony, were able to give exact figures for the work 
already performed and thereby put a definite value on young 
trees, which to practical lumbermen would be worthless. This 
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may be a very important feature in connectkMi with the many 
forest fires along: the railroads, which the Forest Officers have 
been obiged to f igfht during* the summer just ending. ' ' 

TO THE PUBLIC 

Prevention of Fires 

As stated above, measures toward the prevention of fires 
and extinguishing them when they are first started are much 
more effective than any measures taken after the fires are once 
under headway. 

Patrol Besides lookout stations, patrols can be of great 
value during periods of drought, watching places liable to rail- 
road fires ; the shores of lakes and ponds frequented by campers 
and any other places subject to fires. The town fire wardens 
now have authority, after obtaining permission from the State 
Forester, to establish such patrols, who are to be paid by the 
town. It should be possible to hire such men for $1.50 per day, 
or $45.00 a month. 

Fire Lines, A fire line or fire lane is a strip kept free from 
inflammable material so that a fire will either go out of itself 
on reaching it; or can be easily extinguished at this line by a 
crew of fire fighters. 

Fire lines may be of various widths and made in different 
ways according to the forest and kind of fires likely to occur. 
Investigation of the Vermont fires of 1908 showed that serious 
fires only occurred in coniferous forests and that practically all 
of the worst fires started in a slash made by lumbermen. One 
effective form of fire line could, therefore, be made by burning 
all the tops and dead and down timber and removing all coni- 
fers from the strip in question. 

Of course, ground fires would cross such a strip, if unpro- 
tected, upon the leaves and underbrush. It would, therefore, 
be well to cut from a narrow strip all growth of trees and brush 
and annually burn the leaves. 

This can be made still more effective by grubbing out the 
stumps and plowing a few furrows. 

As an ideal fire line for mixed forest, we would suggest 
the following : 

(a) Strip 300 feet wide from which all tops, dead, and down 
timber are removed. 

(b) In the midde of this strip 100 feet wide from which all 
coniferous trees and all underbursh are removed. 

(c) One-third of this or a strip 33 feet wide to be cleared of all 
tree growth and annually burned over. 

(d) One-half of this or a strip one rod wide to be grubbed out 
and plowed. 
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The cost of a fire line of this kind would vary according: to 
the topography, the nature of the forest, and the thorougrhness 
with which it is made from $25 to $100 a mile. The maximum 
expenditure could hardly be justfied except in the case of very 
valuable forests in extremely exposed situations, but there are 
few forest areas that it would not pay to protect with some such 
kind of fire line. 

The location of fire is largely controlled by natural con- 
ditions. It is well to take advantage of brook beds which form 
a barrier in themselves and where water can be obtained for 
fighting fires; also roads and trails; and especially of ridgre 
tops. Fires burn down hill very slowly and can therefore be 
most easily checked at the top of a ridge. 

Roads and Trails, Roads and trails are of great benefit in 
the prevention of fires, not only as serving for fire lines, but to 
furnish means of communication between various parts of a 
forest. A large forest area without such roads is very hard to 
protect as a long time may be wasted before men and tools can 
reach the source of danger. 

Work of Patrols, Patrolmen hired by the month will oc- 
casionally have wet or damp days when there is little danger of 
fire and could be well employed at such times in making fire 
lines and trails. 

EXTINGUISHING FIRES 

Promptness, To extinguish a fire men and tools should be 
gotten to the fire at once upon its discovery. A telephone 
service is of great help for bringing this about. It would also 
be well for each forest town to keep two or three sets of tools at 
road corners or school houses so that no time would be wasted 
in looking for tools. 

Tools Needed, The best tools to be kept for such purposes 
are: Long handed shovels, rakes, axes, mattocks, brooms, 
pails and spray pumps. Chemical fire extinguishers are also 
of great value for ground fires. 

Methods of Fighting, Where water is available the most 
effective way of stopping a fire is with a chemical fire extin- 
guisher or with a spray pump attached to a pail. With the 
pumps the water is finely distributed over the front of the fire 
and is much more effective than when thrown on. Several men 
should be kept busy bringing pails of water. 

Where water is not available but where the ground is not 
too rocky, fires can often be stopped by trenching. Wherever 
a plow can be used one or two furrows quickly turned over are 
of great assistance. If this in not possible, soil dug with long 
handled shovels and thrown on the advancing fire is a very 
effective means of checking the flames. 

Raking the leaves and litter away from the advancing 
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flames is another good way of checking gTound fires. This 
makes a sort of fire line where the fire stops for lack of inflam- 
able material. 

Perhaps the most common method of checking a fire and 
the most effective under certain conditions is beating it out with 
brooms or evergreen boughs or bran sacks. These sacks when 
wet can be used to good advantage especally in thick brush. 

One experience in fighting fire will suggest the best 
methods for certain conditions. The chief thing to remember 
is that a fire is not out when the flames are stopped. It will 
often smoulder for a long time in some old stump and finally 
blaze out again, perhaps after several days. Fire Wardens 
should remember this and always have someone to watch a fire 
for some time after it is supposedly out. 

The most effective time to fight fire is in the night when 
there is usually less wind and the ground is damp with dew. A 
small force of men can often accomplish more in the night than 
a large force in the daytime. 

As indicated above it is easier to put out a fire when 
spreading down hill than in the opposite direction. 

Fortunately crown fires are not very common in Vermont. 
About the only way to prevent a serious crown fire with a strong 
wind is by ' 'back-firing, ' ' but this should never be resorted to 
except as a last resort, and at points of vantage. To have a 
back-fire effective it must be started far enough ahead of the 
main fire to clear a considerable strip of all inaflamble material 
before the main fire reaches it, so this distance depends upon 
the rate of advance of the main fire. A fire advancing at the 
rate of a mile an hour could probably be checked by a back-fire 
set one-half mile ahead; while to check one traveling at twice 
that rate a greater distance would be required. Great care 
must be used in starting a back-fire that this does not escape 
with the wind and go tearing through the forest, increasing the 
damage done by the main fire. 

The purpose is to bum back against the wind toward the 
main fire and so it should only be started on the side of a road, 
brook, ledge, or some other obstacle which would help control it.
